The action, announced by the 
Attorney-General, ‘J. Howard 
McGrath, In Washington, named 
Lee Shubert, Jacob J.’ Shubert 
and.Marcus Heiman, all of New 
York, and three corporations con- 
trolled by them. : , 


The Government osked = the 
court among other things to re- 
quire them to dispose of all ine 
ferest either in their booking 
branch or thelr. presentation 
branch .and to dispose of all in- 
terest and ownership in.ad many 
theatres as may be necessary to 
dissipate effects of alleged un- 
lawful activities and to restore 
competition in legitimate theatre. 


Mr. McGrath sald, “In. order 
for legitimate theatre business ty 
play a significant role in the cul-~ 
‘tural life of the nation, it Is 
necessary that its development 
not be impeded by artificial res~ 
traints on competition. ° . 

“The purpose of the present 
actlon Is ta remove - fotters im- 
posed on this business and to 
make it possible for any person to 
enter any branch of busine’s on 
a fair competitive basis, In this 
way the pubtlc will recelve bene- 
fits which flow from free enter= 
prise and fair competition.” 

The Shuberts are ‘reported to 
control most of the major ‘legi- 
timate theatres on Broadway, the 
heart of the United States stage 
industry.—Unlted Press.

Then the praduct of tho 4,000 Ibs, 
lond times the distance out on the 
forks to the centre of gravity of 
the load gives ua the inch-pound 
enpacity that is required In a fork 
truck to do that particular. job. - 

Inch-polnd capacity, then is the 
only mensure of a fork truck, ond 
fork trucks can only be compared 
ono Inch-pound basis. 

‘Equipment manufacturers have 
not as yot-atandardised their de- 
sign to the point that there in any 
consistency:in tha important load 
longth rating of present day fork 
trucks, The trend to pallet 
standardisation will, in time, 
force truck manufacturers to 
standard fork truck capacities, 
Only very recantly one large pro- 
tlucer of fork trucks, who has con- 
‘sistently designed to 80" load 
length rating, has been forced in 
his new dosign to match our 
stundard 48" load length rating. 

It is well to remember about 
the fork truck that it ts essentially 
a tlering machine, Like any pro-
